The Ghastly Discovery Made in the Early 
Morning Dawn by a Couple of Lamp- 
Lighters—Evidences of a Struggle Found 
on the Spot and Many Marks of Violence 
on the Body—Cries Heard During the 
Night Near the Scene—Buggy Tracks and 
the Condition of the Girl's Shoes Indicate 
That She Was Driven tothe Place of Her

As Fred Sheachke, living at 4424 Garfield 
avenue, and David Stone, residing on Union 
near Easton Avenue, two iamp-lighters, 
were walking along Union avenue about 
50’clock this morning, returning home after 
extinguishing their lamps they sud- 
denly came upon a woman lying 
on the west side of the road 
about 200 feet north of Page avenue.

where she was found or had been dragged 
to that spot. Her satchel was in the bushes, 


and just on the edee of the bushes was the

Five feet 
beyond lay her body and her umbrella was by 
her side. Her pocket-book was sticking half 
way out of her pocket. Her hat 
was lying near her and a streak of dirt 
across the bosom of her dress showed where

eisewhere. There seemed to be a difference 
of opinion among those who saw the body as 
to the character of the bruises. They were on 
the left side ofthe face and some thought 
they looked like the marks left by kicks, 
others that 1 were made by a buggy 
wheel, scraping the cheeks.

The buggy tracks that were found there 
were somewhat confusing.

It was a single track and 
it left the road, was traced in the grass for 
about twenty feet, passing the spot where the 
ae | was found, and returning again to the 
road.

The marks of both 
wheels were piain at three different points, 
but they were so well-defined that they were 
probably made by a two-wheeled vehicle 
probably a cart. here was no blurring of 
the tracks as there would have been by the 
rear wheels if it had been a 
four-wheel buggy.

After leaving there I went ahead with my 
work of extinguishing and filling lamps. The 
Cote Brilliante Police Station was some dis- 
tance away, so I told a conductor of one ot 
the Easton avenue cable cars to notify the 
police as he passed the station, and 
he did. Officer Meyers went out, I believe, 
but I did not see him. The woman I never 
saw before. It is a very lonesome neighbor- 
hood where she was found, and when I am 
out at my work at that hour in the morning 
there is seldom any one in sight. Frequently 
I get through my work and go home without 
having seen a person. 


MICHAEL K. M’GRATH, 
ex-Secretary of State, called at the PostT-Dr1s- 
PATCH this afternoon. He had read the bul- 
letin in the Pust-DISPATCH window saving 
that the murdered girl was in all probability 
Anna Weiss of Jefferson City: 1 knew 
a girl of that name in Jefferson City,’’ 
said Mr. McGrath. „She attended 
to my children when flrst I went there as Sec- 
retary of State. That was more than ten years 
ago. She wasthe daughter of a stonemason 
and had several sisters. One of her sisters 
was married in St. Louis a short time ago, and 
ifthisis the same girl she must have been 
visiting her sister here. Herfather is dead. 
The last time I heard of her she was working 
as a dining-room girl at the Madison House in 
Jefferson City. I think I saw her in that town 
about a week ago. 

Mr. McGrath read the description of the 
murdered girl as published in ihe Post- 
DISPATCH extra. He said that the girl de- 
scribed there answered in all particulars to 
the girl he knewin Jefferson City. Her age, 
size, appearance, etc., were all the same, Mr. 
McGrath said. The details tallied closely all 
the way through. It will be seen in another 
place that the shoes from Swope’s were sent 
to Anna Weiss at the Madison House, Jeffer- 
son City, which coincides with Mr. McGrath’s 
statements about the matter. a 

MR. SWOPE, 

speaking of the shoes, remarked: ‘‘We can 
only identify them rai © — we shipped to 
Jefferson City to Anng Weiss by the number 
on them. Our order book shows the shoes of 
that number were shipped to the party stated. 
The shoes were made to order,and the woman 
had a hard foot to fit, but no one here remem- 
bers her.She camein and had her measure taken 
and left the order, and we sent the shoes to 
Jefferson City, as she directed. The police 
wanted us to visit the Morgue to see if we 
could identify her, but we did not send any 
one up, as it would be useless. No one here 
has the slightest recoHection of the woman or 
knows anything whatever about her. The 
shoes were rather large; 7% was the size, I 
think, though it may have been 7.“ 

THE POLICE aT WORK. 

When the Cote Brilliante Police Station was 
notified of the discovery they immediately 
telephoned the main office of the Fifth Dis- 
trict Station and Officers Samuel Sullens and 
Conrad Meyer were sent - out 
direct. Through the police the 
Coroner was notified and the Oity 
Undertaker was sent out and took the 
body to the Morgue. Capt. Fruchte of the 
Fifth District rode out himseif to the spot 
where the body lay and made a personal in- 
vestigation of the case. Then he called at the 
Chief’s office and had a conference with 
Chief Huebler. He had already notified 
police headquarters and Chief of Detectives 
O'Neill placed Detectives Lawler and Des- 
mond, and Tracy and Archambault at work 
on the case immediately. All the detective 
force were sent to the Morgue to

A Picture of Mr. Lincoln on Beard an 
Atlantic Steamer, 


From the Boston Herald. 

Among the distinguished passengers on 
board the monarch of the ocean on her second 
voyage to Liverpool, pone created a more 


favorable impression than Robert T. Lincoln, 
and none showed greater affection for his 
femily than did our new Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Court of St. James. Much of his 
time was spent in his comfortable cabin, but 
he appeared on deck morning and afternoon, 
and passed an hour or two on each oécasion 
pacing the deck or chatting with fellow pas- 
sengers. There was nothing in his manner or 
actions to indicate that he felt of greater im- 
portance than any other ofthe ocean travel- 
ers with whom he came in contact; indeed, 
little Andrew Carnegie was more exclusive 
than the man who held the greatest diplo- 
matic post in the gift of the ident and 
Senate of the greatest republic on earth. I

HOW HORSES ACT IN BATTLE, 


Some Remarkable Instances of Equine In- 
telligence. : 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

It is remarkable how quickly horses adapt 
themselves to the military service,’’ said 
Capt. Cox. ‘‘Every artilieryman knows that 
they learn the bugle calls and the evolutions 
quicker than the men a8, a rule. For one 
thing, they soon acquire a uniform gait, which 
is about the same as the ‘route step“ or the 
usual marching step.

THE SITUATION IN RAYTI AS REPORTED 
; BY REFUGEES. 


The Steamship Prins Wilhelm Arrives With 
Merchants From Port-au-Prinee—Every- 
thing Stagnant and the Haytien Capital 
Overrun With lyte Before 
the Besieged City. > 


By Telegraph to tre Pom Dunpu em. 

New Tonk, June 27.—The first authentic 
news from Hayti came in yesterday. In spite 
of the protestations and denials of the party 
of Legitime in this city it looks as though the 
party ofthe South was in its last gasp. The 
steamship Prins Wilhelm, which left Port-au- 
ay and brought 
with it twenty-five positive proofs of the des- 
peration of Legitime’s fortunes, in the 
shape of refugees from that city, mer- 
chants who say that it is only a ques- 
tion of time when Hippolyte’s army will 
drive Legitime and his friends from the only 
city they now seem to hold, Port-au-Prince. 
In addition to the merchants, there came 
Gen. Herford la Forest, military governor of 
Port-au-Prince; Stephen Preston, son of Min- 
ister Preston, Legitime’s agentin New York, 
and Mr. Leon Hutinot, Secretary_of the French 
legation. There returned also Capts. Fisher, 
Kempton, Kasson and Hunt; Engineers Nel- 
son, Monahan, Graefand Kuller, who went 
several months ago to help Legitime. 
Most of them were very glum. Young 
Preston tried to appear jaunty and 
happy in a fine red uniform trimmed in 
black, but he found very little company in 
his efforts. The Haytien merchants were far 
from cheerful. Among them were M. Da- 
bouley, Jos. T. Breen and family, .Henry 
Roberts, an English merchant; M. D. Dumen- 
risky, L. J. Saurinski and R. P. Levell. They 
all told the same story. The reason they left 
Port-au-Prince was that affairs in Hayti have 
reached such a point that business is out of 
the question; everything is stagnant, and the 
town is overrun with ruffans. The 
rate of exchange is higher than in the 
north, which 1e significant of the 
altered condition of affairs, for hitherto it bas 
been much higher in the north, There is 
almost no money atall, and those who can in 
any way get hold ofa little are rapidly leaving 
the unfortunate countr Provisions are 
high. Flour is selling for a barrel, and the 
poorer classes, who are suffering’ for the

Mrsrio, Conn., June 27:—The monument to 
Capt. John Mason, called the Defender of 
New England in 1837,’’ was unveiled yester- 
day on Pequot Hill, the site of the old Pequot 
fort. The pedestal is eight feet high and tne 
statue represents a fighting Puritan of he- 
roic size. Itis very imposing and from it 
can be seen three States and four coun- 
ties, twenty islands and seven lighthouses. 
Capt. Mason’s claim tothe honor is due to 
the fact that when the population of Connecti- 
cut Colony was only and hostile Pequot 
Indians, after reducing the number, were re- 
solved upon murderingthem all Mason and 
hig seven ＋ men, aided by the Uncae and a 
small band of Mohicans, marched on the Pe- 
quot fort, 9 over 700 Indians, nearly 
a whole tribe, burned and slaughtered all but 
seven, and virtual! put an end to Indian bar- 
barity and opened the way to forty years of 
peace in New England.

That a sharp rise in prices 
was certain to occur, irrespective of any 
trust arguments, the most inexperienced 
manufacturer or speculatér could have fore- 
seen, as the sugar market alf over the world 
has been rising for the past six months. This 
would account for a very considerable in- 
crease in the price, as the value of sugar 
stocks in England, where the market for this 
product is notoriously conservative, has risen 
from 12 to 16 per cent sinee the ist of March. 
But the advance in this country has 
principally been made within the iast two 
months, and since the middle of May sugar 
trust certificates have been jumping about 
with the most wonderful activity. 
SMALL MARGINS REQUIRED. * 
‘*When in New York I consulted a number 
of brokers without being able to arrive at any 
definite conciusion as to the cause of the rise. 
At last I found a man who had done business 
for me years ago, who told me the situation. 
According to his story, of which I received 
confirmation from various sources, the men 
inside of the trust nave given the drokers a 
large creditto enable them to carry stock 
for purchasers on a small margin. A 
man who puts up $20, or, at the most, 
$25 ashare can be accommodated, while a 
few months ago be would have to put up as 
margin at least 55 per cent, more often 70 per 
cent of the value of the stock. A glance at 
the prices will show that something of this 
kind must have been done.

A Member of the American Legation Tells 
the Resultsjof His Observations—Hatred 
of the Americans Rapidly Disappearing— 
President Diaz, Senator Hearst and Min- 
ister Bragg—A Great Improvement. 


AST night Lewis J. Gib- 
bon of Milwaukee, who has 
for the last three years 
been a resident of Zacate- 
cas and the City of Mexico, 
and who was for some time 
connected with the Amer- 
ican Legation, arrived in 
the city, and is visiting 
friends. 
„„When I first went to 
Mexico,’’ said Mr. Gibbon, 
„there was the strongest 
feeling against Americans, especially along 
the Rio Grande border, and in the country 
west of the Valley of Mexico. In the 
valley, and the district tributary to 


Vera Cruz we were popular enough, but all 


along the northern frontier and among the 
western coast and central mountains we were 
hated with an intensity which it would be dif- 
ficult to exaggerate. 
AMERICAN RUFFIANS IN MEXICO. 
‘The representatives of the United States 
who betook themselves to Mexico cannot by 
any means be held blameless of the existence 
of this feeling. The congregation of Diack- 
guardism along the Rio Grande, and still more 
in Northern Sonora, would be hard to 
equal anywhere. course many 
men left the United States 
for Mexico on perfectly legitimate grounds, 
but a very large proportion of our contribu- 
tion to the population of the sister-repuolie 
consisted of men who have made theirown 
country too hot to hold them, and would have 
been a most undesirable element in the rough- 
est wards of the most depraved city on earth. 
I am an intense admirer of my fellow country- 
men, but after my experience in Mexico, I 
must admit that the American rufflan is 
about the worst of his kind that 
the world can produce.
